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The National Conference has met twice in 
Boston before 1930, in 1881 and 1911. But in 
both years it had the name of Charities and Cor- 
rection. 


There are two good reasons at least why so- 
cial workers of 1930 should glance at the Con- 
ference of fifty years ago; first, to see, in the 
able personalities of its pioneers, how solid was 
the rock from which they themselves are hewn; 
secondly, to evaluate rightly, in size and service- 
ability, the Conference structure now in the 
making. 


In 1881 at the eighth annual session the 
registered attendance from without Massachu- 
setts was only 115; that from within the state 
was a few more. Eighteen states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were represented, only three 
from Kentucky and one from South Carolina 
came from the South. The Conference was still 
in its beginnings. But its members, mostly lead- 
ers in civic and philanthropic effort, were listen- 
ing and responding to clear challenges of their 
day. One call was to overcome the isolation of 
charitable institutions, both public and private. 
The workers had hardly any ties until they met 
in this conference for exchange of experiences 
and the stimulus of friendship. Two definite ex- 
periments were then in the making. One was 
the use of a state board to express the sense of 
responsibility of an all state community for its 
insane, dependent, delinquent. The other experi- 
ment was in the organization of charitable forces 
of cities by voluntary action. That conferences 
should stress such mechanisms was natural, then. 
But the larger questions, such as the spirit 
which should govern all expression of work, and 
effort to remove causes of ills, were not over- 
looked by the leaders of the Conference of 1881. 
They turned to tackle the very obvious and press- 
ing matters where remedies could be seen within 
reasonable time. 


Thirty years later, in Boston, there met the 
largest session yet, 1,632 persons registering 
from 46 states or territories. A new generation 
was at work; Mr. Frank B. Sanborn, president 
in ’81 was there, but he saw only two others who 
had been at his session. The program now, as it 
always must be if the Conference keeps feet on 


the earth, was for better treatment of obvious 
ills, but there was a widening and deepening of 
interests, looking more toward removal of causes 
of ills. Among the twelve committees were, 
those on Standards of Living and Labor, Hous- 
ing, Health and Recreation, the Church and §po- 
cial Work. Among questions of State super- 
vision, there was asked—should privat« rarities 
be supervised and to what extent? Anu there is 
repeated the topic, from recent sessions, of Se- 
curing and Training Social Workers. 


So we reach the most significant achieve- 
ment in this field during the Conference history 
—the recognition and naming of a calling! Spe- 
cial schools had been started to train for it. In 
1915, Dr. Abraham Flexner led an inspiring dis- 
cussion as to whether “social work” was a pro- 
fession. 


For several sessions the National Conference 
considered a change of its own name and in 1917 
became the Conference of Social Work. Today, 
1930, it is the expression of a large, growing 
group. The Conference leadership indicates what 
has taken place. Many of the early presidents 
were busy men of varied interests, including 
business men, teachers, clergymen. Now the 
officers, nearly all, are put in the census of 1930 
under the new classification of social worker! 


Just as the Great War work brought for- 
ward the subject of mental hygiene, so the 1930 
session shows again the Conference aim to listen 
to new challenges. For example, under the Fam- 
ily Division, there will be considered whether 
family welfare societies are being hindered un- 
duly by material relief giving and so should try 
to transfer that to other agencies. Under Or- 
ganization of Social Forces come questions of 
community surveys and women’s movements. 
The spread of community chests is of vital con- 
cern to many members. 


You, thoughtful reader, must not miss the 
knowledge and inspiration offered at the Boston 
session of 1930!

The Hotel Statler will be official 
headquarters for the Conference and 
for several of the Associate Groups 
also. 


Registration, Information, Lunch- 
eon and Dinner Tickets, Consultation 
Booths and Exhibits will be at the 
Hotel Statler. During the Conference 
period the ballroom will be available 
and booths are to be provided for 60 
groups which will have headquarters 
and which will for the most part pro- 
vide staff members for the Consulta- 
tion Service. 

The evening sessions are to be held 
in the Boston Garden. Arrangements 
are being made whereby quick sub- 
way transportation may be secured 
by Conference delegates, from the 
Hotel Statler to the Boston Garden. 

By referring to the map given on 
page 26 of this Bulletin it will be seen 
that the meeting places which have 
been spotted on the map are within 
easy walking distance of the Con- 
ference Hotel. Most of the meeting 
places, which include churches, clubs, 
the library, and hotels, are in that 
part of Boston where streets run 
straight. Strangers to Boston will 
find their difficulties have been antici- 
pated and even prevented. 


NO “SUPERVISED RECREATION” 


Because the Conference week this 
this year will run from Sunday 
through Saturday, and there will be 
no weekend to break the strain, the 
program has been arranged so that 
Wednesday afternoon will be left free 
from meetings, as far as possible. 


After mulling over many plans, the 
committee on Entertainment has de- 
cided that it will not plan any “super- 
vised recreation” but that it will see 
that Conference members are given 
information about interesting trips to 
take and places to see, and will make 
any necessary arrangements. Sight- 
seeing trips around Boston, the Arnold 
Arboretum, Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Public Library, Old North Church, 
Faneuil Hall, the Navy Yard, are only 
some of the things which are of in- 
terest. 


If you wish to venture farther 
afield and to devote more time to your 
sight-seeing, plan to go to Concord, 
Lexington, Marblehead, Plymouth or 
Salem, to mention only a few of the 
nearby places of interest. 


Because this is Boston’s Ter-Cen- 
tenary Celebration Year there will be 
unusual opportunities to share in some 
of the events of the celebration. 


RAILROAD INFORMATION 


On April 12th, railroad indentifica- 
tion certificates for reduced rates for 
round-trip tickets to the Conference, 
were mailed to all members in good 
standing. If you have not received 
your certificate, please inform the 
Conference office. 


Those who are not members of the 
Conference, but who plan to go to 
Boston, and who wish to secure a rail- 
road certificate, should send in their 
request accompanied by a check for 
membership.

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WHO MAY VOTE 


The Constitution of the Confer- 
ence says: 

“Any person may vote at any an- 
nual meeting of the National Confer- 
ence of Social Work, provided: (1) 
That he is a member in good standing 
at the time of such meeting, and, 
(2) That he was a member in good 
standing at the last preceding annual 
meeting. However, if he was not in 
good standing at the time of such 
meeting by reason of non-payment of 
dues, then subsequent payment of such 
dues shall satisfy the requirements of 
this subsection. 

“The representative of an institu- 
tional member, who is not himself a 
member of the Conference, shall have 
the right of discussion but not of vote 
at any annual meeting of the Nation- 
al Conference of Social Work.” 

At the request of the Executive 
Committee, Robert W. Kelso, of St. 
Louis, chairman of the Committee on 
Elections has advised as follows on 
the effect of the last paragraph quot- 
ed above, which was passed at San 
Francisco. This interpretation was 
unanimously adopted at the meeting 
of the Executive Committee held 
April 11, 1930, as the official inter- 
pretation for procedure at Boston. It 
follows: 


“that an institutional member in 
order to vote: 

1. Must be a member in _ good 
standing at the time of voting and 
also a member in good standing at 
the preceding election, as required 
for individual members in Section 
VIII. 

2. Must be represented by a person 
who is himself a member of the Con- 
ference, with credentials, satisfactory 
to the chairman of the election com- 
mittee (the By-Laws make no stipu- 
lation). 

3. Such membership (of the repre- 
sentative) would be satisfied by proof 
of payment of dues at the current 
session. It would not be necessary for 
uch representative to show that he 
was qualified to vote as an individual 
member, i. e., he would not have to 
show that he was a member in good 
standing at the previous session. 

“.. this is a restrictive amend- 
ment, and must therefore be con- 
strued strictly.”

Included on the next-to-last page of 
this copy of the Conference Bulletin 
is a form on which suggestions for 
officers may be made.

Stillman, of the faculty of Ohio State 
University, Columbus, who is chair- 
man of Division XII, Educational Pub- 
licity, was appointed to fill out Mr. 
Bookman’s unexpired term. 

The Executive Committee passed 
unanimously a resolution expressing 
the deep appreciation of the Confer- 
ence for the unflagging devotion to 
its work which Mr. Bookman has 
shown through the many years he has 
served as the Conference treasurer. 
Known widely as a leader in the field 
of community planning and _ social 
statesmanship, he has served the Con- 
ference unstintingly in many ways. 
He is now a member of the committee 
for Division VIII, Organization of 
Social Forces. In addition to having 
served for eight years as treasurer, he 
has given valuable help as chairman 
of Conference finance committees. 

The Committee has spoken for the 
whole Conference.

THE BOSTON MEETING 


That social workers should hold their fifty- 
seventh meeting when the entire country is 
thronging to Boston to celebrate its 300th birth- 
day arouses our enthusiasm. The mathemat- 
ically minded see at a glance that Boston is 243 
years older than we are. Where were the an- 
cestors of social workers then? What were they 
doing? Doubtless two or three of them were 
gathered together on Boston Common joyously 
cheering on the little boys who organized their 
successful protest to the Governor, that the Rev- 
olutionary soldiers were using the Frog Pond 
and interfering with skating, and thereby se- 
cured the first item in the American Child’s Bill 
of Rights, a recognized public place to play. 
Doubtless it is to the early social workers of Bos- 
ton that we owe the magnificent stretches of pub- 
lic beaches along the ocean in Dorchester and 
South Boston and the pleasant wooded parks of 
West Roxbury and Jamaica Plain. Those social 
workers, too, had the annoying habit of prying 
into jails and almshouses and clamoring to pub- 
lic opinion to get the children out. 


Boston, the birthplace of probation, Boston 
the seat of the most extended use of State foster 
home care for dependent children, Boston, the 
home of our oldest social agencies; there is a kind 
of terrestrial magnetism about Boston which 
should draw every social worker to her, June 8th 
to 14th. 


All cities have personality, but no city in 
America has a more unique flavor of individual- 
ity and temperament than Boston. Since it is 
the goal of social work to enrich personality the 
social worker will delight to observe the folk- 
ways of Boston. 


3ut the social worker will have work to do 
in Boston; there will be the need for mastery of 
new knowledge and the acquisition of fresh view- 
points growing out of the integrated scientific 
labor that has been going on silently all over the 
country during the past year, and that now will 
be given us. “Making butter is quite a different 
thing from spreading it”, someone has remarked. 
While primarily the National Conference of So- 
cial Work is for the purpose of spreading in- 
formation and encouraging interest and faith in 
its goals, it is also an incentive to new truth. 
The social worker, having dealt: realistically with 
the many practical problems that confront him, 
will receive at the Boston meeting the reassur- 
ance that comes from a program prepared by 
fellow social workers which embraces both real- 
ism and the inspiration of new ideas.
